Extracts from Hew Books, 


BALZAC’S METHOD. 


From “ All the Year Round.” 


When he had once made up his mind to produce a new bookMBalzac’s 

first proceeding was to think it out thoroughly before he put pen to 
paper. He was not satisfied with possessing himself of the main idea 
only ; he followed it mentally into its minutest ramifications, devoting 
to the process just that amount of patient hard labor and self-sacrifice 
which no inferior writer ever has the common sense or the courage to 
bestow on his work. With his note-book ready in his hand, Balzac 
studied liis scenes and characters straight from life. General knowledge 
of what he wanted to describe was not enough for this determined re- 
alist. If he found himself in the least at fault, he would not hesitate to 
take a long journey merely to ensure truth to nature in describing the 
street of a country town, or in painting some minor peculiarity of rustic 
character. In Paris he was perpetually about the streets, perpetually 
penetrating into all classes of society, to study the human nature about 
him in its minutest varieties. Day by day, and week by week, his note- 
book and his brains were hard at work together, before he thought ot 
sitting down to his desk to begin. When he had finally amassed his 
materials in this laborious manner, he at last retired to his study; and 
from that time, till his book had gone to press, society saw him no 
more. 
His house-door was now closed to everybody, except the publisher 
and the printer; and his costume was changed to a loose white robe, of 
the sort which is worn by the Dominican monks. This singular writing- 
dress was fastened round the waist by a chain of Venetian gold, to which 
hung little pliers and scissors of the same precious metal. White Turk- 
ish trousers, and red-morocco slippers, embroidered with gold, covered 
his legs and feet. On the day when he sat down to his desk, the light 
of Heaven was shut out, and he worked by the light ofcandles in superb 
silver sconces. Even letters were not allowed to reach him. They 
were all thrown, as they came, into a japan vase, and not opened, no 
matter how important they might be, till his work was all over. He 
rose to begin writing at two in the morning, continued, with extraordi- 
nary rapidity, till six; then took his bath, and stopped in it, thinking, 
for an hour or more. At eight o’clock his servant brought him up a cap 
of cotfee. Before nine his publisher was admitted to carry away what 
he had done. From nine to noon he wrote on again, always at the top 
of his speed. At noon he breakfasted on eggs, with a glass of water and 
a second cup of coffee. From one o'clock to six he returned to work, 
At six he dined lightly, only allowing himself one glass of wine. From 
seven to eight he received his publisher again: and at eight o’clock he 
went to bed. This life he led, while he was writing his books, for two 
months together, without intermission, Its effect on his health was 
such that, when he appeared once more among his friends, he looked, in 
the popular phrase, like his own ghost. Chance acquaintances would 
hardly have known him again. 

It must not be supposed that this life of resolute seclusion and fierce 
hard toil ended with the completion of the first draught of his manu- 
script. At the point where, in the instances of most men, the serious 
part of the work would have come to an end, it had only begun for 
Balzac. In spite of all the preliminary studying and thinking, when his 
pen had scrambled its way straiglit to the end of the book, the leaves 
were all turned back again, and the first manuscript was altered into a 
second with inconceivable patience and care. Innumerable corrections 
and interlinings, to begin with, led in the end to transpositions and ex- 
pansions which metamorphosed the entire work. Happy thoughts were 
picked out of the beginning of the manuscript and inserted where they 
might have a better effect at the end. Others at the end would be 
moved to the beginning, or the middle, In one Pn chapters would 
be expanded to three or four times their original length; in another, 
abridged to a few paragraphs; in a third, taken out altogether, or shifted 
to new positions. With all this mass of alterations in every page, the 
manuscript was at last ready for the printer. Even to the sharp ex- 
perienced eyes in the printing office, it was now all but illegible. The 
deviphering it, and setting it up in a mvderately correct form, cost an 
amount of patience and pains which wearied out all the best men in the 
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office, one after another, before the first series of proofs could be sub- 
mitted to the author’s eye. When these were at last complete, they 
were sent in on large slips, and the indefatigable Balzac immediately set 
to work to rewrite the whole book for the third time! 

He now covered with fresh corrections, fresh alterations, fresh ex- 
pansions of this passage, and fresh abridgments of that, not only the 
margins of the proofs all round, but even the little intervals of white 
space between the paragraphs. Lines crossing each other in indescriba- 
ble confusion were supposed toshow the bewildered printer the various 
=~ at which the multitude of new insertions were to be slipped in. 

legible as Balzac’s original manuscripts were, his corrected proofs were 
more hopelessly puzzling still. The picked men in the office, to whom 
- alone they could be entrusted, shuddered at the very name of Balzac, 
and relieved each other at intervals of an hour, beyond which time no 
one printer could be got to continue at work on the universally execrated 
and universally unintelligible proofs. The “revises”—that is to say, 
the proofs embodying the new alterations—were next pulled to pieces 
in their™rn. Two, three, and sometimes four, separate sets of them 
were required before the author’s leave could be got to send the perpe- 
tually rewritten book to press at last, and so have done with it. He was 
literally the terror of all printers and editors; and he himself described 
his process of work as a misfortune, to be the more deplored, because it 
was, in his case, an intellectual necessity. “I toil sixteen hours out of 
the twenty-four,” he said, “ over the elaboration of my unhappy style ; 
and I am never satisfied, myself, when all is done.” 








Piterary Intelligence. 


Boston Boox Trape Sate.—This sale commenced on the 2d inst., to a very 
good attendance, and has been a decided success. At the opening the company 
was called to order b Mr. Osmyn Brewster, Chairman of Committee of Arrange- 
ments, who delivered the following address : 

GENTLEMEN :—As Chairman of the Committee having the conduct of this sale, 
it is my office and privilege to extend a cordial greeting to our friends from 
abroad, who have honored us with their presence on this oecasion. 

We rejoice to see so large an assemblage from the various sections of our coun- 
try, and hope you will all find both pleasure and profit in being here. 

Some estimate of the increase of the book trade may be found by a comparison 
of the catalogue of the first sale held in this city on 7th August, 1827, and that of 
this year. The former, which at the time was considered quite an affair, as I 
very well recollect, containing contributions from the leading booksellers in Phil- 
adelphia, New York, and this city, is embraced in the circumference of a single 
deme sheet of paper, which I now hold in my hand, while the latter is comprised 
in an octavo volume of four hundred pages, with a supplement of—I do not know 
liow many more. 

In establishing the rules and regulations for the government of the sale, we 
have gone back to first principles, that is, ‘the quantity of books invoiced in the 
catalogue shall be sold without reserve, and no copies shall be duplicated at the 
sale.”” This rule we propose rigidly to adhere to. 

Our City Government propose extending the hospitality of the city to the 
strangers present this week, by an excursion among the islands in our harbor, 
and an entertainment while on board the steamer. At first the Committee were in 
favor of having it deferred till the sale was over, (say some day next week), but 
on further reflection they became convinced that the sale could not be terminated 
this week, and have concluded to recommend that an adjournment take place 
at one o’clock on Friday, and the excursion take place in tl afternoon of that 
day. The sale to be resumed with renewed vigor on Saturday morning. 

I now take pleasure in introducing to you Mr. Leonard, the conductor of the 
sale, who has spared no expense in providing amp!e accommodation for the com- 
fort of the assembly, and we trust that he will in all things commend himself to 
your hearty approval. 

_ Mr. Leonarp, after receiving the hearty applause of the company, proceeded 
with the sule, the first consignment being that of D. AppLetow & Co. 

The occasion though, eminently a success in a commercial point of view, was 
no less happy in its social aspects. Boston’s proverbial hospitality exceeded even 
its own precedents, and the booksellers from all parts of the country who attended 
this sale bear with them the pleasantest memories of its hospitality. At the 
close of the sale of their invoice Messrs. Puitiies, Sampson & Co. invited the 
buyers to a handsome entertainment served in an upper room. On Friday the 
City Government gave an excursion down the bay in the steamer Nantasket, ac- 
companied by Gilmore’s band. ‘This affair was most pleasant in all respects ; the 
wsthetic and intellectual wants of the company being gratified by the beantiful 
seenery of the bay and effective speeches of the orators, while their more mate- 
rial longings were sumptuously supplied by unlimited champagne and chow- 
der. Mr. Brancuarp of Cincinnati, made the following remarks at a meeting 
organized on the main deck of the steamer, over which Mayor Lincoxr precided. 

Mr. Mayor: | thank you sincerely for your kindness in calling upon me to 
respond in behalf of the West. After the success which has attended the inau- 
guration of this Trade Sale, I am glad to have an opportunity to congratulate the 
publishers of Boston on this happy result of their efforts. The kindness and at- 
tention whicli, as strangers and booksellers from various parts of the country, 
we have received from the book fraternity of Boston, calls for our earnest and 
hearty thanks—and especially, Mr. Mayor, for this official recognition on the part 
of the city government, which we have all so much enjoyed. I trust I am not 
too partial in discovering in all this bat an evidence of that generous hospitality 
which glows in the heart and sparkles in the eye of every Bostonian. All our 
great cities have their points of interest. We pay our tribute to New York as the 
GREAT city of the Union, the pride of the country. Philadelphia has too many 
points of interest to admit of discussion here, but I may say as a Cincinnuatian, 
what I would not say as a Bostonian, that Boston is the headquarters of Litera- 
ture. Here reside those brilliant stars which adorn the higher walks of Litera- 
ture, who, while they shine for all, yet remain the fixed stars in the Boston fir- 
mament, The discriminating character of your Boston publications, no less than 





the beauty and elegance of the style in which they are issued ; your “ inimitable 
Blue and Gold,” and your cloth work, so celebrated throughout the country, al) 
conspire to keep us interested in your issues. It is here that the genius of Hugh 
Miller finds a discriminating publisher. But, geutlemen, I fear that there is great 
danger of your becoming enamored of the luxury which surronnds you. Come 
out West, and visit the magnificent cities of Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago,— 
those gems of the West, which, like flashing diamonds, reflect buck the gorgeous 
rays of your eastern sun, Visit the belt of younger cities on the Frontier States, 
which have been established, become respectable and great, even before the echo 
of the Indian war-whoop had died away among her hills and across her prairies. 
Visit us in October, that splendid month of all the year, when the New England 
summer is elongated far into the autumn, then it is that 
“ The Queen ot the West in her garlands lies drest 
On the banks of the ‘ beautiful river.’ ” 

Aside from the patriotic associations which bind together this brotherhood of 
States and cities, YOu mast remember that there are other and more endearing 
interests between us The sending to you of our grain and magnificent crops in 
exchange for your dry goods, your boots and shoes, and your literature, is not 
the only exehange which we are making. We are continually giving you our 
sons for your daughters, and we should be glad to reverse the rule and give you 
our daughters for your sons, if they were not so readily appropriated at home. Do 
you suppose, gentlemen, that when the Pilgrim Fathers landed on your coasts 
they would ever have remained here if they had known of the richness and mag- 
nificence of our Western soil? Never / It was a part of the economy of Provi- 
dence that they should remain here, and in subduing your rocky hills, obtain 
that true discipline of character necessary to raise men and women, and seatter them 
over the continent. And throughout the land, from Maine to Georgia, from the 
Aroostook to the Rio Grande, you shall find sons of New England ; in the hum- 
blest log cabins on the frontier they still cherish a love for New England, and will 
offer the passing traveller a dollar for an old Boston newspaper. 

Suppose you, gentlemen, that when the great Webster expired at Marshfield, 
and more recently the brilliant and eloquent Choate yielded tothe King of Terrors, 
but the light of whose genius will ever survive—that you were the only mourn- 
ers? Notatall. The great heart of the American nation throbbed heavily at 
the portals of their graves. 

In conelusion, allow me to offer you a sentiment : 

Boston—Too patriotic and glorious in her historie associations ever to be tra- 
duced, and her present fame too much the inheritance and pride of our common 
country to be envied. . 

Mr. G. P. Putnam, of New York, spoke as follows: 

The New York booksellers are unfortunate if they are to be represented by 
the one least able to speak for them—the one whose oratorical abilities are not yet 
developed. Booksellers, sir, are very modest men; but who ever saw a modest 
orator? We know that we are really amongst the most important persons in the 
community, and that the country is indebted to us for its ample supplies of learn- 
ing, intelligence, and virtue ; but then we don’t like to say so. 

~ But I will say, on behalf of the “trade” of New York, that we really like 
Boston and New England for more reasons than one. Whether that essential 
“hub of the universe ” be located in Beacon street or not, we do know thata 
larger proportion of our best authors of our best books originate in New England, 
and we ulso find here the best market for our own books. 

We have plenty of other reasons for admiring New England and its great 
metropolis—but they would alone fill a big book. Many of us claim close kin- 
dred with you. Indeed a Knickerbocker historian has recently proved, (quite 
conclusively, I believe,) that Dutchmen and Yankees are the same people—Eng- 
lish Lineonshire having sheltered, 700 years ago, the Dutch colony whose descen- 
dants in 1620 sent out the fathers of New England. However this may be, many 
of us are proud of New England progress as a part of our own birthright. We 
are te of the substantial advancement of you “solid men of Boston,” who 
‘“‘ drink nostrong potations ’—proud of your growing commerce, literature and 
art—your noble public institutions—of your massive palaces of trade—more than 
realizing, in durable granite, the fairy wonders of Aladdin. We are proud of the 
neatness, order, enterprize, shrewd intelligence everywhere manifested in your 
noble city ; and not a few of us may look about us here, say with honest enthu- 
siasin, ‘¢] too am a full-blooded Yankee,” and repeat the verse of our nursery 
days— 
“Mayn’t Massachusetts boast as great 
As any other sister State?” 

We are glad, too—not pharisaically, we hope—but in the spirit of hearty 
brotherly love, that our Southern fiiends should come here and see your ener- 
getic advance. 

Yesterday, sir, some of us saw at the rooms of your Ilistorical Society, a 
portion of the identical tea which, at a certain tea-party of the olden time, was 
mixed with the waters of this beautiful harbor. On that occasion an ancestor of 
my own assisted to do the honors. Probably our tea to-day, sir, is somewhat 
stronger than that of our grandfathers, for they used an excessive proportion of 
water. Butthough their tea was weak, they themselves waxed strong. If to-day 
we seek for their monument, we need only “look around us.” 

The occasion which has called us to Boston has been emphatically a success. 
We always believed that Boston would do thoroughly whatever she deliberately 
resolved upon—now we know it. Our English cousins, Murray or Longman 
would marvel greatly at the tuns of books which have here found a * paying’ 
and ready market. The liberal hospitality, too, of your managers and committeo 
will be “freshly remembered.” But, when we consider the attractive pleasure 
provided for us to-day by your honorable body—representing the great city. it- 
self—we are reluctantly compelled to make some * chen comparisons.” New 
York, sir, we think, is a growing seaport of some considerable importance But 
if our Common Council ever spontaneously originate a compliment so intelligent 
and discriminating as this of yours to-day, it is probable tiat the Millennium will 
follow, shortly atier. The poet Campbell’s toast—‘* The memory of Napoleon— 
he once ordered a bookseller to be shot ’’—was very well in its way, especially as 
he had never seen our Boston boy, our poet publisher, the firm friend and favorite 
of all good authors, on both sides of the Atlantic. But I would apologize for de- 
taining you so long and merely remind you of

Square, London, an arm-chair formerly belonging to Dr. Johnson was sold 
for £10 15s. The chair is an uncouth-looking piece of furniture, of ample 
dimensions, and such as well became the proportions of the leviathan of lit- 
erature. Its new abode will be the magnificent library of Mr. Beaufoy of 
South Lambeth, where it will find fitting company in the writing desk of 
Thomson, the poet, already there. Messrs. Puttick and Simpson's house, 
where the sale took place, was formerly the residence of Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
where Johnson must have been a constant visitor, the auction-room being on 
the site of the famous octagon room where Reynolds painted his undying 
portraits of the wit and beauty of some three generations.
